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Budget Divides Commissioners 


Frisk Dissatisfied With Division 
Of $1.8 Million for Road Repair

A $5.75 million fiscal 1978 budget 
was adopted for Collin County Friday 
morning, but not without leaving at 
least two county commissioners 
dissatisfied. 
Following two hours of deliberation 
and two motions which died for lack of 
a majority vote, the court split 2-2 
over a motion by Commissioner Bay 
Sellers to accept the budget as 
presented. County Judge Nathan E. 
White Jr. broke the tie and voted in 
favor of the proposal. 
The 
budget 
discussion 
went 
smoothly until it came time to review 
the breakdown by precinct of some 
$1.8 million in road and bridge, farm- 
to-market and lateral road funds. 
Commissioner Chuck Frisk of Plano 
informed the court that he could not 
accept his 26 percent share of the 
funds as presented in the budget. 
Both Frisk’s Precinct 4 and Bailey 
Dickerson’s Precinct I were allotted 
26 percent with Bay Sellers and 
Wallace Webb receiving 23 percent 


each for Precincts 2 and 3 respec­ 
tively. 
“I sat down and tried to work out a 
budget with this money . . . and it’s 
just impossible,” Frisk told the court. 
‘‘You’re essentially telling me to do 
less work this year than I did before. I 
can’t go along with 26-24-24-26 (per­ 
cents).” 
Frisk then pointed to a blackboard 
showing his proposed breakdown of 
funds for Precincts I through 4, 
respectively. He asked that the tally 
be divided 26.25-23-24-26.75, with his 
fourth precinct receiving the biggest 
cut of money. 
Traffic flow, Frisk maintained, 
should be considered when deciding 
budget funds rather than allotting 
money to the precincts on the basis of 


the number of miles of road in each. 
‘‘I don’t feel we can go by miles of 
road because roads in the southwest 
part of the county have considerably 
more traffic,” he explained. 
Frisk’s precinct takes in west 
Plano. 
The local 
commissioner also 
claimed that Sellers’ Precinct 2 did 
not need the 24 percent cut given it in 
the proposed budget. Frisk said that 
Sellers had $290,000 left from 1976 
funds and that projects in Precinct 2 
did not warrant increased funds this 
year. 
Sellers, in turn, defended his in­ 
terest and said that heavy traffic on 
park roads in his precinct made the 
additional funding necessary. 
A BEVY OF MOTIONS 


The Precinct 2 commissioner then 
moved to accept the budget as 
presented. 
Commissioner 
Webb 
seconded the vote, which was split 2-2. 
Judge White refused to break the tie 
and proceeded to offer another 
alternative to the court. 
White suggested that funds be 
distributed 25.5-24.5-23.5-26.5, with 
Webb’s Precinct 3 receiving the least 
percentage. But none of the com­ 
missioners 
would 
put 
White’s 
recommendation in the form of a 
motion. 
Commissioner Frisk then motioned 
that the budget be accepted with his 
proposed split of precinct funds. 
Again, the vote was 2-2 with Dickerson 
siding with Frisk in favor of the 
motion and Judge White again ab­ 


staining. 
In an effort to ‘‘compromise,” Frisk 
said, he submitted yet another 
motion, this time with a 26.25-23.5-23.5- 
26.75 
d istrib u te.. Judge 
White 
seconded the motion, which was 
defeated 1-3 with Frisk being the only 
commissioner in favor. 
“I will entertain another motion 
that the budget be accepted as 
presented," an exasperated Judge 
White told the court. 
Bay Seller’s then re-issued his 
original motion, the vote again went 2- 
2 with he and Webb voting in favor, 
but this time Judge White broke the 
tie with a yes vote. 
“You realize you’ve told me to do 
less work this year,” Frisk said, but 
received no answer. 
LITTLE PUBLIC INTEREST 
Just before the commissioners 
began their lengthy discussion of the 
budget, Collin County residents were 
given the opportunity to voice their 
opinions at a public hearing on the 
subject. 
But only two persons took the op­ 


portunity, both to speak against the 
proposal. Former Plano Mayor Pro 
Tem Bob Ellis, an announced 1978 
candidate for Precinct 2, told the 
court that he had wanted to comment 
about Precinct 2 road and bridge 
funds, but that no copy of the budget 
was available earlier in the week for 
him to inspect. 
Judge White acknowledged the fact 
that the budget was not ready when 
Ellis had asked for it and told Loftice 
that he could complain to a grievance 
committee if he was dissatisfied with 
his salary. 


Constable J.C. Loftice made up the 
other half of the public hearing to ask 
the court why he was given a $17.50 
per month raise in the new budget and 
“some of the other constables got $150 
a month or more.” 
Taxes in the county, White told the 
audience, would not be affected by the 
$450,000 increase in this year’s budget 
over last year’s. The county will 
continue to tax at a rate of 93 cents per 
$100 based on 30 percent valuation.

Tax Reduction Predicted 
In $19 Million School Budget 


Age No Barrier to Programs 


School trustees will conduct a public 
hearing Tuesday night on a 1977-78 
school year budget that is projected to 
provide a tax cut for citizens. 
The $19,292,600 operating budget is 
expected to require a 76.6 cent tax 
rate per $100 value based on 85 per­ 
cent assessment while the $4,603,204 
debt service proposal is to be funded 
with a 63.4 cent rate. Last year’s rates

of 96 cents for operating and 76 cents 
for debt service were based on 70 
percent assessment. 
The proposed tax rates for 1977-78 
would result in a $5.60 reduction in 
taxes on a $40,000 home. 
“While the reduction in taxes is not 
large, we think that it is significant 
considering that Plano is one of the 
few districts in the state that will have 
an increase in the share of the basic 
state educational program that it 
must pay,” Superintendent H. Wayne 
Hendrick said. 
“The tax reduction takes on more 
significance, however, when you 
realize that we would have been 
looking at a 35 to 40 cent tax rate in­ 
crease just to maintain the status quo 
had not a new finance bill been 
adopted by the Texas Legislature,” 
Dr. Hendrick added. 
The proposed operating budget will 
be funded with $5,582,420 in local 
revenue and with $13,710,180 from 
state, federal and other sources. The 
operating budget provides an ex­ 
penditure of $1,079 for each of the 
17,200 students the district expects to 
average in daily attendance. 
Last year’s expenditure was $1,027 
per ADA compared with the state 
average of $1,162 for 1975-76, the last 
year for which state averages are 
available. 
The operating proposal represents a 
25.4 percent increase over 1976-77 with 
much of the increase going for 
teachers, materials and facilities for 
the more than 2,000 new students the 
district expects to add during the 
year.

Something for Everyone in PISD

Hoping to meet the needs of all 
people in the school district, the PISD 
will offer expanded Adult Evening 
and Continuing Education programs 
this fall. 
Dr. Jim Jernigan, former president 
and chancellor 
of 
Texas 
AAI 
University, has been appointed 
director of the two programs on a 
part-time basis and said that his goal 
is to “work myself out of this job as 
quickly as possible so we need 
someone full time.” 
“We want to serve the needs, 
educationally speaking, of all the 
people in the PISD—adults as well as 
six-year olds,” explained Dr. Jer­ 
nigan. “We can’t be everything to 
everybody, but we’re concerned as 
much with the individual who can’t 
read or write as we are with people 
who have Doctor’s degrees. 
“There are a lot of educational 
opportunities available here but 
they’ve never been pulled together,” 
he continued. “There’s no profit in 
this—we’re not a business—but if 
there is a desire for an adult course, 
we want to try to meet it.” 
At least 16 courses will be offered 
beginning in September with the 
possibility of even more classes 
depending upon need and interest. 
The 13 tuition and three non-tuition 
programs will offer Planoites op­ 
portunities to develop vocational or 
hobby skills, prepare for a high school 
diploma, become a more effective 


parent or learn English as a second 
language. 
State and or federally funded 
courses requiring no tuition will in­ 
clude Adult Basic Education (ABE) 
less than the eighth grade, GED 
Preparatory Courses and English as a 
Second Language. 
Those three classes will be offered 
at Williams High School from 6:30- 
9:30 p.m. Tuesdays and Thursdays. 
Tentative tuition courses which will 
be taught either at Williams or the 
Senior High School are Beginning and 
Advanced Auto Mechanics, Auto 
Paint and Body, Small Engine, 
Printing, Radio and TV Repair, Basic 
Drawing and Blueprint Reading, 
Shorthand I and II, Typing I and II, 
Bookkeeping and Being a More 
Effective Parent. 
Other courses which may be offered 
depending upon interest include Basic 
Electricity, Yard Care for the Home, 
Reading Improvement for Adults, 
Conversational Spanish, Preparation 
for Commercial Driver’s License, 
Medical Terminology and Seminar in 
Stocks and Bonds 
“One of the first things we did was 
to 
check 
with 
the 
heads 
of 
organizations in the community to 
find their idea of needs,” noted Dr. 
Jernigan “ lf we have teaching talent 
out in our community and people who 
have needs, let’s get them together.” 
With more than 30 years experience 
in education, the program director 
hopes to expand the adult program in 


Plano to equal the educational op­ 
portunities for young people. 
“I became fascinated when I visited 
Plano in the spring of 1976 and saw 
your new senior high school,” Dr. 
Jernigan said. “I also recognized that 
Plano truly has an outstanding school 
system.” 
He added that “even 400 miles 
away” when he was working bi 
Kingsville with the Texas A&I& 
University system, “we still heard of 
the Plano School District.”

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Infiltration Can 
Up Energy Costs

Outside air infiltration 
entering the 
home 
can 
drastically affect the home’s 
energy efficiency as well as 
the operating cost. 
Air 
infiltration 
can 
be 
reduced in the existing home 
by the average home owner 
in the following ways. Most 
materials are available at 
the local lumber yard or 
hardware stores. 
Outside door w eather­ 
stripping should 
be 
in­ 
spected and replaced if air 
leakage is detected. 
The windows should be 
inspected and caulked to 
prevent air leakage. Win­ 
dows that have previously 
been caulked may need 
attention due to the caulked 
material separating due to 
aging. Storm windows can 
also reduce air infiltration as 
well as providing an in­ 
sulating barrier. 
If the home has an attic 
access 
within 
the 
con­ 
ditioned 
area, 
weather 
stripping should be installed 
to prevent air leakage from 


the attic. Insulating the top 
side of the attic access would 
also be beneficial. 
The supply and return air 
duct systems of the central 
system should be inspected 
for air leakage. An air leak 
at this location is increased 
because the air is under 
pressure. Caulking com ­ 
pound or duct tape can be 
used to repair. 
Kitchen vent-a-hoods that 
implement removal of air to 
attic or outside should have a 
“ butterfly 
dam per” 
in­ 
stalled to prevent outside air 
from entering when not in 
use. 
Fireplace dampers should 
be closed when not in use to 
prevent air leakage from the 
chimney. 
The home owner should 
remember the objective in 
reducing air infiltration is to 
tighten the home up as much 
as possible to prevent out­ 
side air from entering your 
home. 
Air infiltration is one of the 
less expensive energy im­ 
provements that can be 
implemented in existing 
homes with a substantial 
energy savings.

Dear Bob: I realize that 
recycling helps save 
our 
lim ited 
resources, 
but 
doesn’t it take just as much 
or more energy to reprocess 
materials as to throw them 
away? 
Dear Reader: It does take 
slightly m ore energy to 
recycle a one-way 
bottle 
than it does to throw it away, 
but throwaway bottles are 
the exception 
According to the Federal 
Energy Administration, new 
paper uses twice as much 
energy as recycled paper, 
new steel m ade from iron 
ore uses 4 tim es as much 


energy as steel made from 
scrap, and new aluminum 
uses 20 times more energy 
than recycled aluminum 
Although 
reprocessing 
these 
m a te ria ls 
saves 
energy, the best form of 
recycling is re use. If you 
are one of the many people in 
Plano who uses returnable 
beverage co n tain ers, you 
are using about 4 tim es less 
energy 
than 
if you 
had 
bought one-way bottles and 
cans 
Dear 
Bob: I continue to 
use less and less energy, but 
my gas and electricity bills 
continue to get higher and 
high er. It frustrates me that 
I am so dependent on the 
utilities companies and 
I 
would like to become more 
self-sufficient. How can 
I 
find out more about the 
applications of solar energy?

A Case for Space 


C alifornia’s Gov. 
Edmund 
(Jerry) Brown has noticed the 
long lines of moviegoers waiting 
to see the space epic “ Star 
Wars,” and he thinks Congress 
should take notice, too. Ameri­ 
cans may be more interested in 
space than the amount being 
spent on their space program 
suggests. 
We can’t be sure 
whether 
“Star Wars’’ is a hit because ifs 
escapist entertainment or be­ 
cause people are impatient for 
an age of spaceships and robots 
to arrive. But we think the gov­ 
ernor is right when he detects a 
strange reluctance by our na­ 
tional leaders to take the plunge 
into the kind of great technologi­ 
cal and engineering enterprises 
that Americans are famous for. 
Ever since the United States 
dared at the turn of the century 
to build the Panama Canal, and 
su cceed ed , 
our 
people 
col­ 
lectively have accepted chal­ 
lenges that made others flinch. 
We have split the atom, built the 
biggest airplanes, and gone to 


the moon. But in the last decade 
we let others build the first 
supersonic transport, and are 
now 
seeing foreign 
countries 
move ahead with nuclear tech­ 
nology that we pioneered but are 
hesitant to exploit. 


Our most notable engineering 
achievement of the 1970s was 
laying the Alaska 
pipeline. 
That’s hardly a breakthrough. It 
only shows we now have to go al­ 
most to the North Pole to find 
fuel for our internal combustion 
engines — a form of motive 
power 
perfected 
in 
the 
Gay 
Nineties. 


At least the space shuttle is 
coming along. Maybe there are 
possibilities, as Gov. Brown sug­ 
gests, in solving energy prob­ 
lems by erecting huge 
solar 
power stations in space. The 
trouble is, ideas like that have 
been on the drawing boards for 
at least a decade waiting for a 
green light. Are we going to do 
it? Or just keep going to the 
movies?

AUSTIN—A quarter-Wllion-dollar state highway system 
repair, rebuilding and rehabilitation program received 
approval of the State Highway and Public Transportation 
Commission last week. 
Projects spanning 6,900 miles of highways were made 
possible by additional funds appropriated for road pur­ 
poses by the legislature this year. 
Bulk of the work on 1,075 projects in 223 counties will 
be financed from general revenue funds earmarked for 
the purpose. The remainder will be paid for with state 
highway funds. 
Extensive damage to the existing system due to severe 
weather conditions and a shortage of money in recent 
years made the rehabilitation necessary, SH PTC said. 
Cost of the work is about $222.5 million. An additional 
$4.3 million is set aside for later assignment. 
Approximately 68 per cent of the program will be on 
state and U.S. highways, another 30 per cent on farm 
to market roads, and the rest (two per cent) is reserved 
for future assignment. 
The program is the first phase of a long-range pro­ 
gram to restore the highway system to top standards. It 
is based on recommendations of several district engineers 
and was selected following a statewide assessment of 
needs. 
All projects are expected to be underway within a year 
and a half, SH PTC said. 


Small Hike Proposed 


A State Insurance Board consultant has recommended 
that automobile insurance rates be raised only 1.8 per 
cent statewide, as opposed to 10.1 per cent earlier pro­ 
jected by board staffers. 
Charles Edwards of Dallas offered his suggestions at 
a board rate hearing last week. 
The industry is seeking a 17.4 per cent average boost 
in rates. 
The board delayed a decision for two weeks to make 
a careful study of the actuary’s proposals. 
Edwards noted that current rate formulas allow insur­ 
ance companies 20 cents on each premium dollar for 
agents’ commission and other production costs, but actual 
cost is only about 16.7 cents. Edwards was instrumental 
last year in holding down the increase by selling the board 
on automatic deductibles of $200 for collision coverage 
and $50 on comprehensive coverage.

Texas Railroad Commission can prohibit use of indem­ 
nity terms to limit liability of liquefied petroleum gas 
dealers for their rented equipment. 
A transaction is generally valid in which a county 
hospital sells to a state or federal bank accounts receiv­ 
able from its patients at a discounted rate and with p ar­ 
tial recourse on the hospital for uncollectable accounts. 
Comparable evaluation of data on hospital beds and 
furnishings up for bidding is public under the open records 
act. 
A peace officer can arrest an alien without warrant 
where there is probable cause to believe an illegal entry 
has occurred in the officer’s presence.

No m atter how it is explained, the “ shortfall” of 
plutonium and other radioactive m aterial from U.S. 
nuclear plants should cause concern for all of us. 
We live in a world where political terrorists will stop 
at literally nothing. It can happen here — and it did the 
other day in New York where terrorists bombs were set 
off The idea that a terrorist group or a nation ruled by 
a power-mad individual might threaten and even kill 
millions is no longer to be dismissed as far-our fiction. 
The 8,000 pounds of nuclear m aterial reported 
unaccounted for recently — including 116 pounds at the 
Savannah River nuclear plant — has been explained as 
"inventory differences” or the result of “ imprecise 
calculations'' or “process losses" or whatever That is 


not overwhelmingly comforting. 
One physicist expressed what is probably a very 
common opinion when he rem arked that when the 
authorities say the shortages can be explained as 
normal losses, that doesn’t rule out the possibility of 
theft. 
For those in charge to attribute the loss of nuclear 
m aterials to “imprecise calculations,” even if true as 
we all hope, is neverthesless distinctly scary. The 
suggestion of carelessness or imprecision anywhere in 
the handling of m aterials that could blow us all up is 
hard to live with By now everyone knows that the 
technology for making a bomb is not beyond a bright 
high school student. Making sure that nuclear plants 
are secure, and that nuclear m aterials are carefully 
accounted for, ought to be absolutely insisted upon.

Europe’s Smoke Pollutes Norway 


Could Be Warning of U.S.-Canada Industrial Pollution

OSLO, Norway (U P I) — 
To look at Norway’s crystal­ 
clear lakes and rivers, the 
observer 
would 
say 
that 
nothing is wrong. 
But an invisible killer has 
over the past five to ten 
years destroyed all

N orw ay, 
and 
emptied hundreds of lakes of 
other fish, notably brown 
trout and perch. 
The culprit is sulphur 
dioxide, 
which 
escapes 
many 
factory 
smoke- 
cleaning processes

countries 
solve 
the 
problem 
by 
building high stacks which 
carry the deposits into the 
upper 
atmosphere, 
where 
they are borne away by the 


rabbits to eat,” she said,

concentrations over a period 
of time. 
The study has another two 
years to run. but already it 
has been shown that ground 
cover is affected, while the 
trace element magnesium, 
vital to tree life, is being 
leached from the soil and not 
replaced. Experts are afraid 
that in ten to 20 years’ time 
there could be a sudden 
break 
in 
the ecological 
chain. This could be more 
catastrophic than the major 
fish killer. 
Norway wants to persuade 
European industry to push 
its sulphur dioxide pollution 
back to the 1950 level. At that 
time, annual emission was

In 1973, the 
figures had soared to 60 
million tons, and are still 
climbing.

crowds have been absent

Both laughter and paying 
customers are returning now 
under 
the

of 
secondyear architects Tai 
Smith, the club's president 
and general manager, and 


field manager Bill Virdon. 
“ We 
are

than 
pleased with the progress of 
the team ,” says Smith, who 
in 1975 took over a sagging 
franchise which was on its 
way to a 64-97 record and a 
home attendance figure of 
858,004. 
Now, with 20 home dates 
remaining this season:

The Astros players believe 
Stocking Private Ponds With Fish 
To Cost Landowner, Says P&WD 


Texas landowners who 
have ponds in need of fish 
must pay to have them 
stocked in 1978. 
During the recent session 
of the Texas Legislature, 
lawmakers approved Senate 
Bill 286 which gives the 
Parks 
and 
Wildlife 
D epartm ent authority to 
charge for largemouth bass, 
channel catfish and hybrid 
sunfish which go to private 
lakes and ponds. The fish 
had been free to pond owners 
in the past. 
Parks 
and 
Wildlife 
Commissioners 
recently 
approved rates which in­ 
clude: 
—largemouth bass, $2 per 
acre, 
—channel catfish, $4 per 
acre, 
—hybrid sunfish, $5 per 
acre. 
In addition, a $2 fee will be 
charged for each application 
made to the department for 
fish. On site delivery of large 
numbers of fish to lakes will 
cost an additional 25 cents 
per mile round trip from the 
nearest state hatchery. 
Also, instead of delivering 
fish to each county seat in 
Texas, fish will go to 29 
distribution centers around 
the state. In most cases, 
people will be within 50 miles 
of each central distribution 
site, or the fish may be 
picked up at a state hatchery 
if it 
is closer than the 
distribution site. 
P&WD inland fisheries 
hatchery coordinator Bill 
Rutledge said the move to 
charge for fish is an effort by 
the department to cut some 
operating costs, particularly 
those financed by Game and 
Fish Fund Nine. 
Rutledge said in fiscal 
year 1976 (Sept. I, 1975 - Aug 
31,1976) some 4.5 million fish 
of the three species were 
delivered for private lakes. 
“Largemouth bass cost 
the department 3.4 cents 
each to produce,” said 
Rutledge 
“Channel catfish 
cost 7.1 cents each and 
hybrid sunfish, 10.7 cents 
each The hybrids cost more 
to produce since both redear 
and 
green 
sunfish 
brookstock must be main­ 
tained in hatcheries. 
Last 
year 
10,231 
ap­ 
plications were received 
from pond owners for fish. 
The P&WD’s fisheries 
division is not 
the only 
division affected by the 
p riv a te 
fis h -s to c k in g 
program. In 1976 costs to the 
d e p a rtm e n t’s 
finance 
division amounted to $5,470 
and another $5,749 in data 
processing costs. 


Administrative costs to the 
fisheries division last fiscal 
year were more than $8,000. 
According to Rutledge, 
hatchery personnel last year 
drove 59,786 miles to deliver 
fish either to central pick-up 
points or ponds which cost 
the 
departm ent 
nearly 
$15,000. And the 2,106 man 
hours spent in delivery of 
fish cost another $13,857. 
“Objective of our 
new 
distribution plan,” 
said 


Rutledge, “is to place fish in 
private w aters more ef­ 
ficiently and economically 
by reducing the number of 
miles driven and hours spent 
to deliver the fish.” 


D eliveries 
to 
private 
waters also conflict with 
deliveries to public reser­ 
voirs. 
Public 
water 
fish 
production and distribution 
now are planned by com­ 


puter which pairs hatcheries 
and reservoirs based on the 
lowest production costs and 
least miles to be driven. 
Distribution of fish to private 
waters will be handled by the 
same computer programs. 


In order to handle both 
public and private stockings 
on the sam e com puter, 
deadline for applications for 
fish to be stocked in private 
waters has been moved up to 


November I of each year.

Potato Munchers 
Like Light Chips 


EAST LANSING, Mich 
(UPI) — Most potato chip 
munchers 
favor 
light- 
colored chips over darker 
ones, even though experts 
say there s no real 
dif­ 
ference in taste. 
So a 
Michigan 
State 
University researcher is 
trying to find a way to make 
sure chips will always come 
out light. Jerry Cash has the 
support of the 
Michigan 
Potato Commission. 
Cash, an expert in fruit 
and vegetable processing, 
says his method works in a 
laboratory setting He just 
has to test it commercially. 
In an interview, he said the 
length of storage of the raw 
potatoes affects the color. 
Enzymes 
in 
potatoes 
gradually convert 
their 
starch to sugar and cause 
them to retain more frying 
oil Both factors darken the 
chips, he said 
He said Easterners prefer 
darker chips than Mid- 
westerners just because they 
are used to them: 
“ lf someone’s in a dark 
room, and you give them a 
light and a dark chip, they 
wouldn’t 
know 
the dif­ 
ference. But I guess to re­ 
educate people would be 
quite a job.” 
Lighter chips could be 
made if they were fried right 
after harvesting. But that’s 
not possible, Cash said, 
because it’s too big a job to 
do at one time 
So he has developed a 
method that stops much of 
the enzyme activity by 
slicing 
the 
spuds 
and 
freezing them immediately 
after harvesting They can 
be roasted later, as needed, 
he said 
He also is experimenting 
with additives and pre-

frying chips before freezing. 
He said frozen chips fried 
more than a year 
later 
always come out 
light,

potatoes left in bins for seven 
to eight months. 
If his method becomes 
practical on a large scale 
basis, it could save money 
for processors and, in­ 
d ire c tly , 
c o n su m e rs. 
Transport costs could be 
reduced 
Many producers 
now import potatoes from 
other states where harvest 
periods vary to ensure fresh 
supplies. 
“ I can’t say the costs of 
better chips and less tran­ 
sport needs will outweigh 
freezing costs for every 
state,” he said, “ but I’m 
sure it will prove economical 
in Michigan ” 
He said frozen chips would 
alleviate the worry about 
disease spreading through 
stored potatoes. 
In Detroit, manufacturer 
Jack Grifo has six em­

Now we’ve got it settled 
that a woman shouldn’t feel 
guilty if she chooses to be a 
homemaker, and shouldn’t 
feel guilty if she prefers to be 
employed. 
'Die dust has settled from 
that controversy and we find 
a strange phenomenon. It’s 
one of the most distinct 
trends for the late 1960s and 
the 1970s — women are going 
to work, including mothers of 
small children, in ever-in­ 
creasing numbers. 
In 1920, women made up 
only 20 per cent of the na­ 
tion’s work force. In the 1960s 
the percentage began ac­ 
celerating and by 1970, 40 per 
cent of the American women 
were employed. Now, in 1977, 
49 per cent of U.S. women are 
working outside the home. 
The increase has hit mothers 
as heavily as it has single and 
childless women. In 1940, only 
1.5 million mothers were em­ 
ployed; by 1970, that number 
had jumped to more than 12 
million. 
Some Americans approve 
of this trend; others do not. 
But whether we like it or not, 
few of us understand what is 
happening. 
A retired man told me, 
“ It’s that women’s move­ 
ment, they put ideas in peo­ 
ple’s heads.” 
I couldn’t agree with that, 
since most of my friends and 
I were working long before 
we heard of the women’s 
movement. Since the emer­ 
gence of feminism, however, 
we do see our work dif­ 
ferently. 
I was curious about what 
American women had to say 
about why they worked. 
While traveling extensively 
throughout the United States 
this past year, I asked hun­ 
dreds of women that ques­ 
tion. 
"Because I like to see my 
children wearing shoes and 
eating breakfast,” answered 
one woman. She is among the 
6 Mi million women who head 
households alone. She works 
to support a family. 
Even the married woman is 
just as likely to work for eco­ 
nomic reasons. About 18 per 
cent of the married women 
who have jobs are married to 
men whose income is less 
than $7,000; and 15 per cent 
are married to husbands 
earning less than $10,000 an­ 
nually. 
Another woman, who said 
her husband earned $13,000 a 
year, also worked for eco­ 
nomic reasons. “ In our city, 
the average house costs 
$50,000, and you can’t find a 
loan for less than 8V4 per cent, 
so if we’re ever going to own a 
home, I’ve got to be work­ 
ing,” she explained. 
A schoolteacher, whose 
husband also taught school, 
may have been said to work 
for pin money, but she sees it 
differently. “ We could get 
along 
on my 
husband’s 
salary, but if we do our 
budget is so tight we can’t do 
much of anything, and we end 
up fighting all the time, just 
because the tension gets so 
bad.” 
Another reason for working 
cropped up among women 
who’d never had children, or 
whose children were grown. 
If they didn’t work, they 
wouldn’t have much to do. 
The average American fam­ 
ily has fewer than three chil­ 
dren, women are waiting 
longer to have children, and 
aren’t having as many. It is

common for a woman to find 
herself with an “empty nest” 
by her mid or late thirties. 
“ I’ve got nearly 30 years to 
go before my husband re­ 
tires, and I don’t care for 
tennis or bridge. Thirty years 
is a long stretch of boredom,” 
commented a woman who 
now teaches sociology at a 
community college. 
It was a nurse who first 
mentioned how much she 
hated to be off work for more 
than six months. “ I’m a 
trained professional, and my 
field changes rapidly. I can’t 
afford to lose touch, and more 
than that, I don’t want to. ... 


I’ve been educated for this 
work.” 
The high level of education 
among many women is a fac­ 
tor in their career involv- 
ment. During the fifties and 
sixties, a record number of 
women earned degrees or re­ 
ceived special job training. 
Technicians, scientists, phy­ 
sicians, teachers and re­ 
searchers, as well as many 
other women have heavily in­ 
vested personal involvement 
in their work. 
There wouldn’t be over 36Vfe 
million women in the work 
force, if there weren’t a need 
for them there.

Our Children

Who are the best teachers? 
Sometimes our children are. 
Here is what some parents 
recently wrote about what 
they learned from their 
youngsters. 
Q. I’d like to share with 
other parents something that 
I just discovered : We’d better 
not try the “psychology bit” 
unless we really know what 
we’re doing! 
Our 5-year-old was using 
his water colors the other 
day, and I noticed that he 
painted picture after picture 
with black paint. That wor­ 
ried me because I began to 
think that he must be very 
concerned about something. 
Why was he using only black? 
What had I done to bring on 
this depression of his? What 
should I do to get him off this 
dismal kick? 
I heard somewhere that 
parents shouldn’t interrupt a 
child’s creative activity, but I 
couldn’t restrain myself. So I 
asked him about the black 
paint. 
He explained quickly and 
clearly. “The other colors 
were all dried up or used up.” 
It was as simple as that! 
Parents 
can 
be 
too 
analytical, I guess. 
A. You’ve raised a very 
good point. We often look for 
reasons that may not even 
exist related to the way chil­ 
dren act. Behavior is caused 
by 
something, 
but 
that 
“something” may not be as 
serious as we sometimes 
think. 
For example, 2-year-olds 
may appear to run around 
erratically, but perhaps be­ 
cause they are physically 
closer to flowers and snow 
flakes than adults are. A 6- 
year-old may seem to have a 
lisp, but the cause might not 
be a speech problem at all. It 
may only require a few new 
teeth to fill the empty spaces 
to “cure” it! 
Q. I’m not a very neat 
person, and I’m finding out 
from my teen-age son that 
neatness and orderliness pay 
off. I lose keys, forget ap­ 
pointments 
and 
neglect 
important grocery shopping, 
all because I don’t keep track 
of things. 
He does, and gets so much 
more accomplished than I do, 
without a lot of turmoil. 
I’ll never be able to be as 
systematic as he is, but I’m 
trying — and I’ll have to 
admit that it makes life 
easier on me, my husband, 
our family and my friends. 
A. It may be difficult (or 
impossible) to change basic 
personality patterns, but 
some habits are certainly 
correctable. 
This 
wise 


mother has listened, learned 
and demonstrated a rare kind 
of strength.

Floral Pattern Adds 
Pizzazz to Bedroom

Q. I have a master bedroom 
that is a very plain, large 
room with a sliding glass door 
opening out onto a small 
patio. The room has no ar­ 
chitectural detailing what­ 
ever. 
I would like to create a 
beautiful and romantic look­ 
ing 
bedroom 
and 
have 
thought of wallpaper. If I do 
wallpaper the four walls, I 
suppose I should have a plain 
bedspread. 
Please may I have some 
ideas? — O. L. 
A. You might take a very 
beautiful fabric and wall­ 
paper pattern that is coor­ 
dinated and use it throughout 
to provide plenty of drama. 
For example, Van Luit’s 
lush floral design, Meadow 
Grange, inspired by the 
sylvan English countryside, 
is used as a fabric and wall­ 
covering in a warm peach. 
The sweeping pattern is 
everywhere. 
The chintz fabric has been 
shirred on rods and attached 
to the ceiling. 
The fabric also has been 
used on the wing chair and for 
the bedspread. A coordinated 
sheer done in a tracery pat­ 
tern glorifies the window yet 
lets the sun stream in. 
The contemporary Lucite 
bed and accessories act as a 


dramatic foil and help create 
a look that’s up to the minute. 
Q. Our kitchen and family 
room are combined and we 
want to panel one wall in the 
family room. However, our 
cabinets are out of knotty 
pine, which I detest but can’t 
afford to change. 
Could we select a paneling 
to match the dark knots in the 
cabinets or stick to a light 
paneling? — G.S. 
A. Usually knotty pine 
cabinets create an informal 
kind of look and I think you 
m ight 
be 
happiest 
with 
another informal kind of 
wood such as pecky cypress 
in a light tone or a light fruit- 
wood rather than a dark for­ 
mal kind of walnut. Also it is 
usually desirable to keep the 
kitchen and family room as 
light as possible because it 
m akes 
the 
rooms 
more 
cheery. 
However, don’t despair 
over knotty pine cabinets. 
Some years ago I got sick of 
our 
cabinets which had 
turned orange — a most un­ 
pleasant orange — with age 
and I decided to remove the 
finish. It was a long, hor­ 
rendous job but after all the 
old finish was removed, I 
wiped on a color sealer. I 
used a whitish coat which 
gave the cabinets a white­ 
washed effect which I thought 
was smashing. So if you could 
round up some good patient 


help for a couple of weekends 
you might refinish the cabi­ 
nets at very little cost. 


Q. I am most taken by the 
teal blue which was used so 
extensively in early Ameri­ 
can homes in the East. 
I am planning to repaint 
our living room and I am 
seriously considering doing 
the walls and the wood panel­ 
ing in the deep blue. The only 
thing that is stopping me is 
that the living room is so dark 
and has little natural light ex­ 
cept from two small windows. 
I am wondering if I use 
gaily printed fabrics on the 
furniture, can I compensate 
for the darkness of the room 
in the blue? — L.L. 
A. Yes, I would think you 
could com pensate 
som e. 
However, you might consider 
just painting the woodwork 
and perhaps any wood trim 
you might have in the room in 
the deep blue and use off- 
white for the rest of the walls. 
This would give you a con­ 
siderable amount of blue if 
you did your doors, a fire­ 
place or mantle if you have 
one, window frames and even 
a chair rail or beams added 
across the ceiling. 
Early American designers 
apparently didn’t worry as 
much as we do about light 
rooms. Most that I have seen 
were warm and inviting de­ 
spite the fact that they did not 
have a lot of natural light.

Helene should 
boil one-half cup sugar and one-fourth cup water until it 
bubbles Rinse doilies up and down in this until completely 
saturated and then shape flat to dry (Polly’s note — I think 
this works better if the doilies are damp before putting in the 
syrup.) —MRS L.S. 
D EA R PO LLY — Three tablespoons of baking soda put in a 
tub of tepid water makes a most refreshing summer bath 
Also dust the inside of your shoes with baking soda to prevent 
any foot odor —SANDRA 
D EAR PO LLY — I read with interest Goldie’s disappointing 
experience in trying to remove carpet squares and this is un­ 
derstandable as she went about it the wrong way. How to 
remove such squares is explained in the enclosed leaflet put 
out by our company that makes such carpet. The easy way to 
remove them is by "steaming” the squares loose and pulling 
back slowly and gently. Very little elbow grease is needed to 
do an effective job of removing the square intact with a good 
deal of adhesive “ tackiness” left on the back when dry. The 
only materials required are an electric flat iron and several 
old wet cloths. I have removed carpet squares myself in my 
own home and the results were excellent Do be sure to follow 
directions. We would hate to have consumers think squares 
cannot be removed easily when desired Probably no other do- 
it-yourself project produces such instant good looks for so lit­ 
tle money. - M R S H P M 
DEAR MRS. L P M. - Thank 
you so much for your helpful letter. For more specific direc­ 
tions I am quoting from your booklet — ‘‘To remove damaged 
squares easily wet a clean cloth and place over the damaged 
square. Using an electric iron set at 300-350 degrees F, press 
down on the wet cloth to “steam” the square loose. Remove 
the square, noting the direction of the arrow on the back, and 
install a new square with the arrow in the same direction. 
Caution — use a heated iron only over wet cloth — not directly 
on the square as it may melt the fibers.”

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Medical Bat Man Defends Vampires 


BALTIMORE (UPI) - 
Vampires are a ghoulish 
form of bats that live in 
caves, fly when the sky is 
black and survive by sucking 
blood from animals — and 
sometimes humans. 
They 
also make interesting pets. 
Dr. Edwin Gould of Johns 
Hopkins University who has 
spent his professional career 
studying bats, said he once 
owned a pet vampire and 
never heard a word of 
protest from his wife and two 
children. 
“I got the vampire when it 


Johns Hopkins Doctor Kept One as Pet 


was one day old and we kept 
it for seven months,” he 
said. 
"I 
unfortunately 
changed its blood meal from 
cow blood to sheep blood and 
it died. However, it was a 
very interesting pet to have 
in the house.” 
But Gould said vampires, 
unlike some other bats, are 
not an endangered species. 
“If anything, I am afraid 
we have too many vampires, 
particularly 
in 
South 


America where they do an 
estim ated 
$100 
m illion 
dam age 
to 
cattle 
each 
year.” 
Gould, 43, a professor in 
the school of Hygeine and 
Public Health, said because 
most people think of bats as 
flying m ice, the winged 
creatures have an unfairly 
maligned reputation. 
He said the three most 
common bat myths are: 
— Bats are blind. “ That’s 


just 
not 
true. 
They can 
discriminate between light 
and dark, and many bats can 
see very well.” 
— All bats carry rabies. 
“ That's the biggest myth 
because only about I per 
cent of all bats are rabid. 
That means 99 per cent don’t 
carry rabies. Skunks are 
more likely to carry rabies 
than bats.” 
— Bats will fly into your 
hair. “ Of course, at times 


bats do fly into people’s hair. 
But that only means the bat 
made a mistake, the same 
way you might bump into a 
sign while walking down the 
street. It happens far less 
than you might think, and 
you don’t need to shave your 
head afterw ard.” 
Gould said there are more 
than 800 species of bats, 
some sm aller than chip­ 
munks and others with a 
wing spread as tall as some 


people. 
“The biggest bat in the 
world is the Flying Fox, 
which has a wing span of 54 
feet. They survive by feeding 
on nectar and fruit They will 
find a nectar tree and defend 
it.” 
Gould 
said 
an 
angry 
Flying Fox can look pretty 
grisly at night. 
“ If you went up to its 
nectar tree and shined a 
flashlight on the tree, the 


Flying Fox would spread all 
five feet of its wings and 
growl. I have studied them in 
my travels to Malaysia, but 
I’ve never been bitten by 
one.” 
Gould concedes, however, 
that he has been bitten by 
sm aller bats, though he said 
there were no complications. 
While the flying fox and 
other bats eat nectar and 
vam pires suck blood, most 
bats in the United States 


survive on insects. 
“ A colony of IOO bats 
would consume about 
24 
pounds of mosquitos bet­ 
ween a typical June and 
August.” Gould said. “They 
can be very helpful. I’ve 
known people who had bats 
nesting on top of their houses 
but 
didn't 
w ant 
them 
rem oved 
because 
they 
chased away the insects. 
"However, cats eat bats, 
so you have to be a little 
careful if you have a cat and 
want some bats around.”

In the little township of 
Hardenburgh in New York’s 
Ulster County, large num­ 
bers of the town’s residents 
have gone and got them ­ 
selves 
m ail 
o rder 
o r­ 
dinations to the ministry. 
For the new ministers, it 
was a twofold exercise, to 
d ram atically 
sym bolize 
their opposition to what they 
believed was an inordinately 
large percentage of township 
property 
th at 
was 
tax 
exempt and a method to 
avoid paying increasingly 
large property taxes. 
The Hardenburgh case has 
brought to the fore once 
again 
the 
question 
of 
whether churches should be 
taxed and, if so, how does 
one go about it? 
Even some churches have 
begun to become concerned 
about the issue and have 
adopted policy positions 
calling 
for 
“ voluntary 
contributions in lieu of 
taxes” to municipalities. 
Weighing in with a lively, 
polemical “no,” however, is 
Dean M. Kelley, a United 
Methodist m inister and the 
National Council of Chur­ 
ches chief executive for 
religious liberty and an 
ex p ert 
on 
questions 
of 
church-state relations. 


Kelley, in a new book, 
“ Why Churches Should Not 
Be T ax ed ,” argues th at 
whole notion of tax exemp­ 
tion for churches, including 
deductibility, 
is 
m isun­ 
derstood by most people. 
He argues in part that tax 
exemption is not a privilege 
granted by the state and that 
that belief is based on “the 
fallacy ... that government 
has the right, if not the duty, 
to tax everything that moves 
and doubly everything that 
doesn’t.” 
But churches and other 
c h a rita b le in s titu tio n s , 
Kelley 
arg u es, 
do 
not 
produce wealth or profits — 
the source for government 
taxation. 
Beyond th at, how ever, 
Kelley says that the function 
of religion in society — “one 
that is of secular importance 
to everyone” — justifies its 
favored situation within the 
tax code. 
“ Hie provisions m ade in 
American law for protecting 
freedom of religion are not 
ju st 
a 
m a tte r 
of 
sen­ 
tim entality indulging those 
individuals who are quaintly 
disposed to such archaic 
behavior, but a very sen­ 
sible, hardheaded, present- 
day way of trying to make 
available to those who need 
it, in as many forms and 


varieties as possible, the 
crucial ingredient for their 
lives that religion provides,” 
Kelley said. 
In short, religion seeks to 
provide answers to the ex­ 
periences that “probe most 
deeply” 
the 
ultim ate 
meaning of life and, under 
the provisions of the First 
Amendment, each of the 
variety of answers that are 
offered are left to “sink or 
swim” by the ability of the 
answer to attract adherents. 
“Tax exemption is of the 
very 
essence 
of 
th at 
r e l a t i o n s h i p 
b e tw e e n 
government and religion: it 
neither 
gives 
to 
the 
organizations of religion 
anything that they would not 
otherwise have nor takes 
away from them anything 
they have attracted from 
adherents on tn eir own 
merits, and the same applies 
equally to all religious 
groups,” he said. 
Kelley 
would, 
however, 
change some of the rules for 
qualifying as a church for 
tax exempt purposes. 
He suggests that there be a 
“test of tim e” to determine 
the validity of emerging new 
religions before they are 
granted the status of church. 
“No one should have to 
judge whether a claim ant 
group is a ‘religion’ or a 


‘church’ on the basis of a few 
months’ or a few years’ 
evidence,” he said. 
A m agistrate who has to 
act on a new group’s claim, 
he said, would respond that 
the new group is “ an in­ 
vitation to religion that is 
still being considered” and 
after a period of time — at 
least a decade — if the group 
has 
been 
continuously 
supported 
by 
voluntary 
contributions and weathered 
the 
“ various 
crises, 
doldrum s, 
tensions 
and 
attritions” that beset new 
organizations 
it 
would 
automatically be accorded 
status. 
Whether such a proposal 
could 
actu ally 
be 
im ­ 
plemented is uncertain. But 
the com batants in the debate 
over the churches status 
need to consider it. 


Churches Confront 
Energy Crisis Issue

The American public may 
not 
really 
be 
taking 
President C arter’s notion of 
an energy crisis — and the 
consequent need for energy 
conservation 
— 
very 
seriously. 
But a growing number of 
churches are. 
According to the Interreli­ 
gious Coalition on Energy, 
m ade 
up 
of 
Jew ish, 
P ro testan t 
and 
Rom an 
Catholic groups, the energy 
crisis indicates “how far 
American institutions (in­ 
cluding the church and 
synagogue) have stray ed 
from the Judeo-C hristian 
tradition of stewardship.” 
“ Instead of husbanding its 
finite 
re so u rc e s," 
the 
coalition said, “this society 
has become progressively 
energy-extravagant” 
and 
the “ im m ediate human costs 
of squandering our energy 
reserv es 
have 
been 
graphically evident during 
the winter of 1977.” 
It 
said 
the 
“ o v er­ 
whelmingly m ajority” of the 
330,000 religious buildings in 
the United States “can ac­ 
curately be described as 
energy seives.” 
“ F req u en tly , the stru c ­ 
tures are poorly insulated 
and impoperly designed for 
m eaningful energ y 
con­ 
serv atio n ,” the C oalition 
said. "On many occasions, 
an entire church plant is 
heated up to accomodate a 
board meeting of up to 20 
people or to keep the office 
area 
w arm 
during 
the 
week.” 
Among the leaders in the 
energy conservation effort is 
the Union of A m erican 
Hebrew Congregations, the 
congregational arm of the 
Reform 
m ovem ent 
in 
organized Judaism 
The Union has called upon 
its 720 m em ber synagogues 
to reduce their fuel con­ 
sumption by 30 per cent over 
the next year. 
Experts estim ate such a 
reduction would save the 
congregations 10.5 million 
gallons of oil and $14 million 
in heating costs annually. 
Rabbi 
A lexander 
M. 
Schindler, UACH president, 
in announcing the proposal

Many Miles Covered

Plano Independent School 
District encompasses 114 
square miles in southwest 
Collin County. It includes all 
of the cities of Plano, 
Murphy and Parker and 
portions of Richardson and 
Dallas that are located north 
of the Collin-Dallas county 
line. 
Enrollment 
for 
the 
district’s 14 elementary, four 
middle, two high and one 
senior high schools is ex­ 
pected to exceed 19,400 by 
the end of the 1977-78 school 
year, representing a 2,000 
student growth during the 
year. 
Projected growth through 
the 1981-82 school year 
forecases that enrollment 
will be approximately 22,800 
in 1978-79, 25,600 in 1979-80, 
28,100 in 1980-81 and 30,600 in 
1981-82. At least eight new 
schools are expected to be 
needed to accommodate the 
increased enrollment. 
The district is moving 
toward implementation of a 
master plan for housing 
students originally approved 
by school trustees in 1971. 
That 
plan 
calls 
for 
elementary schools to house

grades K-5, with grades 6-8 
in middle schools, grades 9- 
10 in high schools and grades 
11-12 in the senior high 
school. As has been the 
tradition in Plano during its 
rapid growth, grades will be 
assigned annually to schools 
on a space-available basis. 
Separation of grades 9-10 
from grades 11-12 is based on 
the belief that the more 
mature junior and senior 
students should have more 
freedom and responsibility 
than the younger freshmen 
and sophomores to prepare 
them for situations they will 
find on the college campus or 
on the job. The curriculum is 
planned so that students will 
have 
completed 
most 
req u ired 
grad uatio ns 
courses by the time they 
reach the senior high level. 
At 
the 
Senior 
High, 
students are encouraged to 
select a career cluster in 
consultation with parents 
and counselors. In each 
cluster, a student will spend 
two- or three-hours of con­ 


centrated study on academic 
and 
vocational 
related 
courses that will enable each 
student to go on to college or 
to have a salable skill to 
offer the job market upon 
graduation. 
It is believed that this 
blending of academic and 
vocational 
courses 
will 
better meet student needs 
since 
the 
majority 
of 
students who begin college 
do not graduate. In order for 
each student to be prepared 


to make a career cluster 
selection, greater emphasis 
is being placed on all job 
occupations throughout the 
grades. 
Although the senior high is 
designed for possible ex­ 
pansion, it will not be the 
only senior high facility to 
serve the district. An IOO 
acre site has been purchased 
in east Plano for a senior 
high facility and two ad­ 
ditional sites are being 
sought.

Guidelines Dictate 
Different Policies

Parental 


Parents can now take the 
law into their own hands—at 
a school 
board 
meeting, 
during a conference with 
their child’s principal, even 
at the bridge table or golf 
club. 
The National Committee 
for Citizens in Education 
(NCCE) can put a Parent 
Rights Card into the hands of 
every American parent. The 
card fits into a wallet or 
handbag 
It tells parents 
whether they have the right 
to appeal 
their child’s 
suspension from school, 
whether they can visit their 
child’s class at any time 
during the school day, and 
much more. 
The Parent Rights Card 
covers approximately 20 
rights. The information in 
the card is based on NCCE’s 
survey of federal and state 
laws, regulations and court 
decisions. 
Here’s how parents might 
use the card: 
Parents are advised in a 
letter from their child’s 
principal that the child has 
been labeled “ disruptive” by 
his teachers 
He is being 
taken out of regular classes 
and placed in a special class 
for “ disruptive” children 
The parents believe the 
principal and teachers are 
wrong But do they have a 
right to appeal his decision? 
The father opens his wallet 
and takes out his Parent 
Rights Card (just behind the 
driver’s license). The card 
tells him that in most states 
parents do have the right to 
appeal The card also lists 
the states that are ex­ 
ceptions. 
Parents may get 
their 
F R E E copy of the Parent 
Rights Card by writing

If there is no advisory 
group at w ork in your 
district or state, here are 
steps that can be taken to get 
one started:

citizen group should lead the 
way.

complish little unless they’re 
organized and effective. 
NCCE has m aterials on how 
groups can be more ef­ 
fective.

—The group should start 
by finding out the current 
situation in the local schools 
or the state.

It’s not going to be as easy

Nearly all of the states 
allow spanking in schools. In 
many cases, however, there 
are conditions. For example, 
some state laws say a child 
may be spanked only by the 
principal. Other laws limit 
spanking to certain kinds of 
misbehavior. 
It’s possible, of course, 
that spanking is permitted in 
your state but forbidden in 
your school system. It’s also 
possible that spanking is 
going on in your school even 
though it is not the official 
policy of either the state or 
local school board. 
You should know what’s 
going on in your schools. And 
you should make sure school 
officials know how you and 
other parents and citizens 
feel about corporal punish­ 
ment. If you belong to a 
parent-citizen group con­ 
cerned with the schools, 
suggest that the group take 
action. 
Here’s what the group tor

Your group could 
select the names of IOO or so 
parents and other citizens at 
random from the phone 
book. Call them and ask 
them for their opinions. Give 
the findings to your principal 
or school board.

New Law 
Education Cost 
May Skyrocket 


MINNEAPOLIS (UPI) - 
The new “mainstreaming” 
law recently passed by 
Congress is going to make 
the already high cost of 
education in the United 
States skyrocket, 
says a 
spokesman for the National 
Education Association. 
The law will put han­ 
dicapped students in public 
school classes alongside the 
nonhandicapped. 
The National Education 
Association at its 115th 
annual meeting here tried to 
come to grips with the new 
program. 
The group supports the 
concept of free and ap­ 
propriate education for all, 
said its executive director, 
Terry Herndon. But it feels 
the government has the 
responsibility 
to 
come 
through with an adequate 
supply of money. 
Herndon has been chief 
administrator of the 1.8- 
million member association 
since 1973. He directs its $50 
million budget and 600 staff 
members. 
Under 
his 
leadership, the NEA has 
added more than 300,000 
members. 
“Nobody is opposed (to the 
new law) in the abstract,” 
Herndon said, “ but the 
difficulty in doing creates 
problems.” 
He said funding for the 
new law will begin with the 
1977-78 school year. It will 
reach $3 billion by 1982. 
During the first year of the 
law, the government is 
slated to supply only five per 
cent of the needed money. 
Herndon 
says 
certain 
priorities must be achieved 
before implementing the 


law. 
The first is identification 
of children who are not 
r e c e iv in g 
ed u ca tio n . 
Estimates of children in this 
group may number as high 
as a million, he said. 
The second priority 
is 
education of those who are 
p r e s e n t ly 
r e c e iv in g 
inadequate training. This 
group may go as high as four 
million. 
Herndon said the first 
group will be the most 
seriously handicapped, and 
their education will be the 
most expensive. 
“We think it is unfair and 
unwise that Congress ex­ 
pects local school districts to 
put up most of the money for 
this education in the first 
year when financial help is 
needed the most,” he said. 
In addition, teachers must 
have in-service training to 
achieve the priorities. That 
training is expensive. 
Herndon said some have 
spent four years “learning 
just to teach the blind or the 
deaf or those with orthopedic 
problems or the emotionally 
disturbed.” 
Problems are expected to 
arise when a diversity of 
handicaps is pulled together 
in one classroom with a 
teacher who has no special 
training. 
The impact of the new 
setup will vary greatly 
across the country, Herndon 
said. In states where it 
already has been activated, 
such as Massachusetts, most 
reaction has been favorable. 
Some states lack funds to 
participate 
in 
such 
a 
gigantic educational un­ 
dertaking, he said.

With this in mind, the 
National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration paid 
Boeing Aerospace $100,000 to 
draft conceptual plans for an 
expanded 
ground-to-orbit 
m e d i c a l 
c o n s u l t a t i o n 
system, the first step in 
solving the overall problem. 
“As in past Apollo and 
Skylab 
program s, 
a 
medically 
trained 
crew 
member on board will be 
supported by NASA medical 
personnel on the ground at 
Johnson Space C enter,” 
Koch said. 
“ However, 
the 
space 
agency has recognized that 
in some cases specialized 
medical expertise which 
might be required will not be 
available at JSC.” 
Boeing 
recommends 
closing that 
gap with a 
sophisticated 
electronic 
hookup between a Texas 
medical center yet to be 
chosen, JSC located 30 miles 
south of Houston and the 
paramedic and his patient 
hundreds of miles out in 
space.

Boeing senior engineer 
Bruce J. Goss said the first- 
year contract, which en- 
dedJuly 15, bought NASA

tems.” 
Goss said tentative plans 
are to phase in the new 
system beginning with space 
shuttle orbital flight IO, in 
the 1980s. More definite 
decisions will be made later.

Safety ‘rules’ in 
school bicycling! 


B etter than 60 million 
Americans will be going back 
to school this fall from kin­ 
dergarten to graduate school. 
Many of them will be bicy­ 
cling back to school, but in 
most cases there will be 
something lacking in their 
classrooms — bicycle safety 
education. 
The Bicycle Manufactur­ 
ers Association of America. 
as one of its major goals be­ 
fore 1980 rolls around, is 
sp earh ead in g a drive for 
bicycle safety education in 
the nation's schools. This is 
not a far-fetched idea. 
Common sense indicates 
that of the more than KH) mill­ 
ion cyclists in the United 
States, most are students of 
one kind or another. 
It s rather disheartening to 
the BM A, and o th e rs in­ 
volved in the cycling move­ 
ment, that youngsters start 
their education with pedest­ 
rian safety education — cross 
at the green and not in be­ 
tween — then have to wait 
until high school for a course 
in automobile driver educa­ 
tion. 
In the meantime, there is 
hardly an American young­ 
ster who isn t driving a bicy­ 
cle whether he owns one or 
not. The love affair between 
A m erican school children 
and bicycles is legendary, 
but there is a great paucity of 
bicycle safety education. 
The BM A is convinced this 
lack of bicycle safety educa­ 
tion must end and it may have 
found allies in government. 
The U.S. Department of 
Transportation and the Con­ 
sumer Product Safety Com­ 
mission co-sponsored a Na­ 


tional Conference on Bicycle 
Safety 
E ducation 
in 
W ashington. 
D.C. 
last 
spring. It appears this Con­ 
ference has lit a spark and 
signs point to more and more 
exploration of the bicycle 
safety education picture be­ 
tween now and American 
Bike Month next May. 
Although the safety educa­ 
tion vacuum in the schools 
still exists, here are some 
recommended bicycle safety 
driving rules of the road from 
the BMA which will help 
youngsters and adults alike 
avoid accidents. 
1.) O bey all applicable 
traffic regulations, signs, sig­ 
nals and markings. 
2.) Observe all local ordi­ 
nances pertaining to bicycle 
operation. 
3.) Keep right, drive with 
the traffic, not against it. 
Drive single file. 
4.) Watch out for drain 
grates, soft shoulders and 
other road surface hazards. 
5.) Watch out for car doors 
opening, or for cars pulling 
out into traffic. 
6.) Don’t carry passengers 
or packages that interfere 
with your vision or control. 
7.) Never hitch a ride on a 
truck or other vehicle. 
8.) Be extremely careful at 
all intersections, particularly 
when making a left turn. 
9.) Use hand signals to in­ 
dicate turning or stopping. 
10.) Protect yourself at 
night with the required reflec­ 
tors and lights. 
11.) Drive a safe bike. 
Have it inspected to ensure 
good mechanical condition. 
12.) Drive your bike defen­ 
sively; w atch out for the 
other guy. 


Parents of students new to 
the 
Plano 
Independent 
School District should begin 
to insure that their children

T h o s e 
r e g u l a t i o n s 
stipulate that each student in 
grades K-5 must be im­

Older students are 
only required to have had 
polio, diptheria and tetanus 
boosters 
after 
having 
completed the regular im­ 
munization series. 
“This means that for 
students in kindergarten 
through the fifth grade that 
they must have had a series 
of three doses of vaccine for 
polio, tetanus and diptheria 
and that the last dose must 
have been administered 
after the student was four 
years old,” Mrs. Lyle said. 
“Those same children 
need to have had one dose of 
German measles vaccine 
and either one dose of Red 
measles vaccine or the 
illness to the age of 12 to 
m e e t 
p r e s e n t 
requirements,” she con­ 
tinued. 
For students 12 years and 
older, no immunization is 
required for either Red or 
German measles. Students 
in grades 6-12 must have had 
a 
series 
of three 
im­ 
munizations or boosters for 
diptheria and tetanus within 
the last IO years and a polio 
booster since the age of four, 
Mrs. Lyle said. 
“If the number of doses 
required 
have 
been 
received, but the last dose 
was before the time stated, 
then an additional dose of 
polio, diptheria or tetanus 
vaccine is required,” she 
explained. 
The health director also 
noted 
that 
a 
signed 
statement from a physician 
or the Health Dept. cer­ 
tifying 
that 
the 
im­ 
munizations 
have 
been 
administered must be on file 
with the schools before a 
student will be allowed to 
enroll for the 1977-78 fall 
quarter. 
“We would encourage 
parents to check their 
children’s 
immunization 
records now so that any 
boosters or vaccine that 
might be needed can be 
administered before school 
begins Aug. 29,” Mrs. Lyle 
said.

estimated 1,833,000 is seen 
merely as a slowing of the 
growth rate. In Texas the 
number of units authorized 
did not actually fall during 
June, but the growth rate 
slowed.

concentrated in one-to-four- 
fam ily dwellings. A part­ 
ments 
authorized 
were 
actually down ll percent 
from May. There seems to 
be a new interest in three- 
and fourplexes, which may 
indicate a return of the small 
investor to the market. The 
May-to-June increase for 
these multifamily dwellings 
was 241 percent; the year-to- 
date increase was 77 per­ 
cent. 


Nonresidential 
authori­ 
zations were 42 percent 
higher in June than in May. 
The sluggish beginning of 
the year resulted in a modest 
6 
percent 
gain 
in 
nonresidential 
authorizat­ 
ions from the first half of 
1976. Within this segment 
there were substantial shifts 
from month to month, but 
the period ended with the 
most notable change being a 
284 percent increase in 
amusement 
buildings-up 
from $9.0 million to $34.6 
million. June authotizations 
for 
hospitals 
and 
in­ 
stitutional buildings rose 90 
percent from May’s figures 
but still were down 34 per­ 
cent from the first half of 
1976. Educational buildings 
also showed a large increase 
for the month but a very 


small increase over the two 
quarters. 
The seasonally adjusted 
index of total construction 
authorized for the past six 
months exceeded the index 
levels of the last substantial 
growth period, which oc­ 
curred in early 1973. Fur­ 
thermore, the index levels 
have increased steadily 
during the last 18 months 
from 185.6 in January 1976 to 
368.8 in June 1977. By August 
1976 the seasonally adjusted 
index for residential con­ 
struction once again reached 
the January 1973 level. The 
growth rate slowed briefly in 
the winter of 1976-1977 before 
reaching new highs in the 
spring of 1977. The high point 
for residential construction 
in January 1973 was 268.9; 
the index for June 1977 
reached 431.5. 
Alterations and repairs 
kept pace with the total 
construction increase. June 
authorizations 
were 
22 
percent above those for May, 
and the cumulative figures 
for January through June 
show a 23 percent gain from 
the same period in 1976. 
Since 1965 remodeling and 
alterations have made up at 
least IO percent of all 
building authorizations. In 
October 1974 the seasonally 
unadjusted 
index 
of 
alterations 
and 
repairs 
attained a high 292.7, which 
was surpassed in two months 
of the first half of 1977. The 
index level reached 346.0 in 
June. The story behind these 
figures lies in the shift from 
commercial to residential 
remodeling.
